The negotiations were being made 
by Secretary Roper and John W.

Tho extent to which similar co­ 
operation might 
be 
forthcoming 
from 
Ford remained undisclosed 
after his two-hour conversation in 
the cream-tinted oval dining room 
of the White House. 
'Country Is All Right’ 
‘ This country is all right and al­ 
ways will be all right.” the 74-year- 
old auto m anufacturer told report­ 
ers. 
He declined comment 
on 
the 
President's 
spending-lending 
pro­ 
gram or on his general business 
policies, which he frequently has 
opposed. 
“Everything was very pleasant,” 
Ford said of his talk with the Pres­ 
ident, whom he last had met while 
they were associated in naval de­ 
partment work during the World 
war. 
“Did you reach any definite con­ 
clusions with the President?” Ford 
was asked when he reached New 
York last night. 
He had remained 
in Washington only seven hours. 
"That’s a long story,” was the 
barely audible reply. 
Ford was told that G. Hall Roose­ 
velt, the President’s brother-in-law 
• 


ho arranged the meeting, allied it 
ust a pleasant family conversa­ 
tion.” 
Then the 
motet* magnate 
was asked: 
“Does this m ean you patched up 
any difference w ith the President?” 
‘Neved Had Falling Out’

with him,” Ford said. “W hat makes 
you think that?

But of the conference itself Ford 
would say nothing. Conditions gen. 
•rally are going to change, he said, 
and change for the better. And, he 
said, he doubts if there will be war 
in Europe in spite of gloomy dis­ 
patches from abroad. 
Ford's son, Edsel, and W. J. Cam­ 
eron, Ford Motor Co. executive, sat 
with Ford during the interview in 
a small private dining room of the 
Ritz Carlton hotel. 
Ford was asked about a report 
h e favored Vice President John 
Nance Garner for th e 1940 Demo­ 
cratic nomination. 
He declined to 
comment. 
He said a printed re­ 
port to that effect was untrue. He 
grunted another denial. 
“W hat was that you said. Mr. 
Ford?” someone asked. 
Ford craned his neck, narrowed 
his eyes slightly and made a whist- 
ling noise. 
“Try to spell that,” he grinned. 
People generally, he said, have 
to “wake up and go to work.” 
W Too many people try to live off 
money,” he said. 
“Money isn’t 
We must create wealth and 
we 
wealth. It s just a token of wealth, 
must do it by doing something. 
People should be their own lead­ 
ers.”

Mr. Butch told the commissioner 
he was w ithout equipment to col­ 
lect stray dogs, except for his fire­ 
arm s which include pistols and a 
rifle. He expressed willingness to 
cooperate with local authorities in 
the movement to rid the city of 
unlicensed dogs but declared that 
he could not use arm s in the city 
limits because of the hazard. 
Net And Cage Needed 
The warden said a net to en­ 
mesh dogs and a cage on his auto­ 
mobile to confine them would be 
needl'd in order to work effective­ 
ly.

A forecast of showers and cooler

the highest tem perature this dis­ 
trict has experienced since Sept. 
24, 1937.

the bill. 
May Kill Bill For Session 
Two of the other three Repub­ 
lican committeemen, however, were 
on the doubtful list, and southern­ 
ers among the IU Democrats also 
were adamant against sending tho 
measure to the house floor. 
Many legislators said that re­ 
fusal by the rules committee to 
give 
the bill 
preferential status 
would kilt it for this session. Talk 
revived among proponents, how­ 
ever. of resorting again to a 
peti­ 
tion to place the bill directly before 
the house. 
House leaders expressed doubt 
that this method, requiring signa­ 
tures of 218 representatives, would 
be successful. 
It was used last 
winter after the rules committee 
had blocked the senate-approved 
wage-hour bill 
for months. 
The 
house later shelved that measure. 
Eliminates Sectional Clause 
The new bill eliminates 
provi­ 
sions for different wage standards 
in the north and the south, and 
Democratic chieftains believe that 
change bad alienated some mem­ 
bers who favored the original leg.

KULIN. April 28.- Diplomats in­ 
dicated today that embassies 
and legations of foreign powers, 
such as the United States embassy, 
were studying the decree published 
yesterday requiring registration of 
Jewish fortunes and properties in 
Germany. 
A high authority disclosed last 
night that the German government 
planned to take over all Jewish 
property "In due course of tim e” 
and encourage Jews to em igrate 
from Germany. 
This was in explanation of the 
decree 
issued by Field 
Marshal 
Hermann Wilhelm Goerlng requir­ 
ing the approximately 750,000 Jews 
of greater Germany to register 
their fortunes if these exceed 5,000 
marks ($2,000.) 
One diplomat characterized the 
decree as “terrific” but doubted 
there was any basis for diplomatic 
action. 
How the Jews will be compensat­ 
ed when Goering calls for their 
money is a puzzle to financial eg. 
perts. It was suggested they might 
simply 
be 
handed 
government 
bonds bearing four and half per­ 
cent in face amounts equal to the 
funds confiscated. 
Others hinted that Jewish for­ 
tunes might be invested through 
Goering in Industries newly built 
up under the four-year plan and 
dividends from 
such 
enterprises 
distributed to the Jews. 
It was pointed out that, ail Ger­ 
man citizens

tion's econom ic activities. 
Back of th* issuance of th# statem ent w as a d # - j 
aire on the p a rt of the adm inistration to get for ] 
psychological reasona an Indorsem ent of its efforts 
to restore norm al business conditions. The business­ 
m en who w ere asked to sign th e docum ent w ere 
glad to go along, aa they alw ays have been, to help 
build confidence because there are too m any persons 
inside the adm inistration—the m ost recent addition 
to the fold being S ecretary W allace— who go around 
from place to place m aking speeches and giving in- 
terview a accusing businessm en of engaging in a 
conspiracy to m aintain a recession and to retard 
recovery. 
The absurd notion th a t business does not w ant 
recovery Is assiduously spread by som e labor leaders 
here sod th ere who a re looking for a scapegoat or 
who are a t th eir w its’ ends to explain to m em bers 
of th eir unions th at, notw ithstanding all th e public 
spending and all the collective bargaining advantages 
and dues paying, business conditions are actually 
w orse than they have been in any year since 1932, 
while the unem ployed totals are the highest for three 
years. 
B usinessm en have pledged them selves again a n .f lp 
again to w ork w ith governm ent. B usiness bas h ere­ 
tofore presented countless suggestions of a construc­ 
tive character. B usiness has sent through its m any 
trade associations delegates to talk to m em bers of 
congress and officials In the executive departm ents, 
and yet today the rift is w ider than ever. For m ost 
all the suggestions have been pigeonholed. 


p O R IT is one thing to Issue a statem en t declaring

Preaident him self. H is Idea of cooperation Is usually 
the surrender of convictions by those who oppose 
him. H is charges and tirad es about “econom ic royal­ 
ists’’ and the “selfiab few ” have not failed to strike 
a note of b itterness which ha* been carried on even 
as recently as his speech in G ainesville, Ga. 
The businessm en of th e country have w aited pa­ 
tiently for som e signs of cooperation from the W hite 
House. E arlier th is year, a steady stream of prom i­ 
nent nam es w as put on the W hite H ouse calling 
lis t The A m erican people were asked to believe th a t 
som ething constructive w as being done. The net 
result of those conferences was a lot of ballyhoo 
and propaganda issued by th# adm inistration for th# 
purpose of dealing w ith a so-called “psychological” 
recession. The businessm en cam e, expressed them ­ 
selves and Mr. R oosevelt disregarded th eir advice 
and pleas. 
But today th# facts of th e recession are b etter 
known than they w ere six m onths ago. C onferences 
betw een governm ent officials and businessm en have 
produced m ore instead of leas despair. T he clim ax 
finally cam e w ith a m essage from th e P reaident on 
pump prim ing, in which the prom ises m ade by hi* 
secretary of th e trea su ry last N ovem ber w ere com ­ 
pletely sw ept aside and the e ra of bigger and bigger 
budgets was resum ed.

R oosevelt 
m akes 
statem en ts on 
econom ic 
theory that are a t variance with those of the vast 
m ajority of economic th in k ers of th e nation. H e 
does not disclose the d ata on which he often bases 
bis reasoning. He m akes assum ptions w ith reference. 
to the increase of purchasing pow er and savg noth­ 
ing about Increasing production. H is political th in k ­ 
ing too frequently dom inates and colors his econom ic 
reasoning. N ot a single word of reassurance, for in­ 
stance. has come from the W hit# H ouse on th# sub­ 
ject of th e econom ic Indigestion caused bv pavroll 
taxes, undistributed surplus tax#* and th e other 
taxes which have been bo m uch of a facto r in th# 
Increased prices to consum ers now adays. 


1 7 VEN though business pleaded for th# repeal of 
L* th# undistributed surplus tax. If only as a ges­ 
ture of goodwill, Mr. Roosevelt stubbornly refused 
and forced the congressional conference com m ittee 
to keep the so-called "principle” of the vicious tax 
as a face-aaver in the political world. F o r it seem s 
to be an axiom of m odern political strate g ists to 
claim infallibility and never adm it or acknow ledge 
an error. 
Maybe there will he sm all businessm en and others 
who will accept th e new pledge from businessm en a* 
a precursor of a new era. Maybe th# P resident ac­ 
tually intends betw een now and the elections to 
IIT 
Mow th at has been com ing from 
the m iddle class because of bis unw illingness to give 
business a b e tte r deal. R ut it is only the P resid en t’s 
fault if all th© adm inistration-inspired statem ents 
issued by businessm en ar# taken with a grain of 
salt because Mr, Roosevelt has failed to do the big 
thing, the generous thing, the statesm anlike thing A A 
in Adm itting th at perhaps bottip of th e present 
econom ic problem s are due d ire c ts or indirectly to 
the overzealousness of his own adm inistration and 
its distu rb ers of p rivate property, savings and thrift 
who have brought long term Investm ent of funds in 
new enterprise# or old practically to a standstill.

tn Ohio. 
C IO Leans To Sawyer 
Owens was reported to have told 
Kennedy that the CIO was inclined 
to favor Charles Sawyer, who with 
Gov. Martin L. Davey already is 
campaigning for the nomination for 
Governor. 
An announcement from Kennedy 
th at he would not make it a three- 
corner race would be music to the 
ears of the anti-Dnvey forces. They 
fear that Kennedy’s entrance in the 
campaign would split the vote of 
those opposed to the governor and 
practically assure his nomination. 
A Davey supporter who would 
like to see Kennedy in the race for 
this reason remarked that ‘‘Bill is 
nobody's stooge and when the bal­ 
lots are printed for the August pri­ 
mary he will he listed as candidate 
for renomination for secretary of 
state.” 
An announcement from Kennedy 
w as considered possible at a party 
rally in Sidney tonight. 
Some supporters of Gov. Davey 
fppl that the primary election is 
their major burdie and are hoping 
th at the party will not be weakened 
by the scrap between Davey and 
Sawyer. 
Democrat* Should Not Be Hurt 
Regardless of who wins the nom ­ 
ination for governor a party leader 
said, the Democrats should not be 
so weakened by the contest th at 
t h e y would be vulnerable opponents 
for the Republicans in the Novem­ 
ber election. 
Sharing this view is Democratic 
S tate Chairman Francis W. P o l ­ 
son. 
“Every man has a right to enter 
. the primary.” he said. ‘‘but I doubt 
the right of one candidate in the 
primary to attack his opponent and 
weaken him to the extent th a t he 
• 


would be defeated in the general 
election. 
It is not good party poli­ 
tics.” 
Some Democratic observers be­ 
lieve

if nominated, 
would be supported in the general 
election by a 
lot of Republican 
businessmen who could not support 
him in the primary.

fight to prevent interference with 
the present delivery set-up would 
be carried to the limit.

A drop of a little more than a 
million tons in Ohio river freight 
shipm ents for 1937 was reported to­ 
day by Col R. G. Powell, division 
engineer a t Cincinnati. 
T he 1937 figure of 23,356,676 tons 
represented, however, an increase 
in ton-miles. In 1936 the tonnage 
was 24,3S3.6S9. representing 2,652.* 
870,080 ton-miles, while the 1937 
total represented 2,671.926,225 ton- 
miles.

As a ru le the patient visit­ 
ed the doctor only after the disease 
had existed for m an y years. T rea t­ 
m ent was of little avail. Even the 
surgical procedure, now known as 
‘'prostatectom y.” was unsuccessful, 
because general surgical technique 
had not been perfected. 
Today, great success follows m ed­ 
ical trea tm e n t of m inor disorders 
of the prostrate. Indeed, in the m a ­ 
jority of cases, treatm en t will pre­ 
vent the occurrence of uncomfort­ 
able complications. 
T he pro strate gland, found only 


In the male, surrounds the peck of 
the bladder. On this account any 
swelling or enlargem ent of it com- 
pressea the outlet of the bladder 
As a result, there is an in te rfer­ 
ence with the normal passage of 
urine. 
At Neek of Bladder 
The victim of prostatic trouble 
first notices th a t there is delay in 
urination and a decrease in the 
volume and force of the stream . It 
is necessary to get up at night per­ 
haps oniy once at first, but more 
and more as time passes. These 
dem ands interfere 
with 
norm al 
sleep. 
At the first sign of any urinary 
disturbance, it is best to consult 
the doctor. T he discomfort m ay be 
due to a tem porary swelling of the 
prostrate or it may result from 
some infection. 
Like 
any

event, germ s m ay thrive and pro­ 
duce poisons wbicb cause sucb dis­ 
orders as arthritis, neuritis, back­ 
ache, sciatica and other discom ­ 
forts.

i T IS. therefore, com plete blind- 


n ess on the part of certain lib­ 
erals, particularly English liberals, 
to see in the present policy of the 
Sudeten 
Germans 
anything 
else 
than a cynical and sinister attem pt 
to destroy the Czechoslovak repub­ 
lic for the benefit of a powerful 
neighbor. 
Professional 
agitators 
supported by Germany and Hun­ 
gary are busy stirring up the other 
m inorities in Czechoslovakia—the 
2,300,000 Slovaks and the 750,000 
Magyars, and again not with the 
welfare 
of 
these 
minorities 
in 
mind, but purely as a part of pow­ 
er policies. 
* The welfare of ber minorities is 
only a slogan that Germany is using 
for im perialistic expansion. 
First 
of all, if she had any tender-heart­ 
edness about m inorities, she would 
not be exercising the m ost ruthless 
policy of exterm ination against her 
own 
Jews, 
including 
those who 
h ate been domiciled in Germany 
fbr centuries. 
Since German interests, for the 
tim e being, lie in an understand­ 
ing with Poland, Germany keeps 
very quiet regardng the fate of her 
minorities there. Henlein is asking 
fbr reparations for all the lnjust- 
lses done to Germans in Czechoslo­ 
vakia since 1918. 
But no one is 
suggesting that Poland make repa­ 
rations for the far greater injust­ 
ices that were done to Germans in 
W est Prussia (the Corridor.) 
I understand that. in the Alpine 
provinces of Italy, Germans are 
Openly crying "Heil H itler!” in the 
streets. But w e can depend upon it 
that, se long as the Rome-Berlin 
axis is functioning, tho German 
government will give this minority 
no aid. although the Germans in 
Italy have been more ruthlessly 
suppressed than in any other coun­ 
try. 
T he Czech situation is really des­ 
perate. Germany hopes to disinte­ 
grate Czechoslovakia without an 
armed attack. Incidentally she also 
hoped to g et Austria "by entirely 
peaceful m eans,'” but In the end 
w as led to occupy the country. 
There are four ways In which 
Germany can ruin Czechoslovakia. 
F irst: by the present method of cre­ 
ating internal unrest, to the point 
o f chaos. 


q ECOND: To bring Hungary com* 
pletely into the German orbit 
ta d thus isolate Czechoslovakia on 
thro* sides w ith the possible col­ 
laboration of 
a 
fourth, 
Poland, 
leaving her only a narrow outlet in 
Rumania, A frontier of only 125 
m iles. Germany can bring trem en­ 
dous econom ic pressure on Hun­ 
gary since the annexation of Aus­ 
tria. for now 75 percent of Hun­ 
garian exports go to Germany and 
lh the trade 
treaty 
negotiations 
now going on Hungary is being told 
that this m arket can be increased 
in return for more pliable political 
policies. 
Third: Germany can bring direct 
econom ic pressure on 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia most of whose exports and 
imports come in via Hamburg amt 
are 
transported 
along the Elbe 
liver. Hitler has already national­ 
ized the Elbe, which was formerly 
internationalised and has national­ 
ized the Danube as far as it crosses 
German territory. If Hungary re­ 
nounces the internationalization of 
the Danube, Czech trade to th© 
Black sea can be impeded. 
Of course, this kind of a trade 
war 
with 
Czechoslovakia 
would 
hurt Germany too, but central Eu­ 
rope today is moved by political, 
not economic consideration. . . 
Certainly, it would 
seem 
that 
Germany would pretor to exhaust 
these possibilities before making 
the fourth choice—a direct military 
attack. That would be dangerous, 
because the 
Cezechs 
may fight. 
They have a first-rate army and
